lO. 1804 .— The following Order made by the President is published for general information : — 

1 pursuance of the powers conferred by Section 67 of the Andhra State Act, 1953 (30 of 1953)-, 
resident hereby makes the following order : — 

1, (1) This Order may be called Governor of Andhra (Allowances and Privileges) Order 

1953. 

(2) It shall come into force on the ist day of October, 1953. 

2. The provisions of the Government of India (Governors’ Allowances and Privileges) Order 

1950, and the General Order of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs No. 15/13/47-Apptt. (Sp.)/Public, dated the 16th January 1950 shall apply to 
the Governor ot Andhra as they apply to the Governor of any other Part A State, 
subject to the following modifications, namely 

( a ) For the First and Second Schedules annexed to the Government of India 
(Governors’ Allowances and Privileges) Order, 1950, the following Schedules 
shall be deemed to be substituted, namely : —
